Exactly tiow life (that is, the forms of be- 
havior in matter which ue call living l>phavior) 
beK-m is a mailer of speculation. It is probable, 
iiowcvcr, that the first living things were simjilf^ 
protein molecules, the basic components of all 
orRanisms. But first had to come amino aciiis, ■ 
the chemicals from ivhlch protein molecules, 
arc formed. 



Tn l!)."':i. Slanley I,. Miller, n 22-year-olii pupil 
nf fameil chemist Harold C. Urey, actually 
synlliesi^ed amino acids in the laboratory, Itea- 
siimnf: that earlli's'lirimitivc alniosphere must 
have consisted of water vnpor, niethane, ani- 
menia and li>'droj;en. Miller created amino 
acids in such a mixlurc'by means of a spark. 

In lOriR. Army Quartermaster Corps research- 
ers also made amino acids in a similar experi- 
ment iisinE atomic radiation instead of dec- 
tricity. 

These o:tperlmcnls indicate that living matter 
could have arisen spontaneously from nonliving 
matter. The ncxl Rreat step .ivas the appearance 
of one- eel led organisms (not, contrary to popu- 
lar opinion, the relatively complex amoeba). 
Later came nlinlosvnthesis. tlie ability to manu- 



facture cncrcy from sunliRhl, Still ialer, llfo 
divided into its two EreaC klnfidoms — plants, 
and animals. 

Oiyfjen, (he by-product oC pliolosynthwij, 
eventually formed a layer of oione high in tha 
atmosphere that absorbed the deadly ullr»- 
violet radiation from the sun. This enabled 
oriinnisms at last to emerge from the water 
and exploit a whole new area. 

The complete story of evolution will never 
be known, for Ihc first creatures were soft- 
bodicd and left no records in the rocis. An 
era of millions upon millions of years is closed 
lo man's direct investlRation. The fossil recordi 
we have, thouRh abundant, give only a glimpse 
into the infinite complexity of cvolutioji.
